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Co-Ediicatioii 

AWAY baclc before the turn of the ccVi- 
tmy, when it was «till a difficult niat- 
ter for a woman to secure admission to 
anj" of the univer.<:ities, there jçrew up, to 
t«ke cflre of the educational needs of this 
newly emancipated section of the commun- 
ity, a group of women's colleges. These in- 
îîtatutions accepted onXv female students. 
They wci-e run and admini.<;t ored by women 
and their schola.«;t.ic st,<inding is not to be 
questioned even today. 

After those collefo? were firmly estab- 
lished and appeared to be turning out 
graduates who were a credit to them, the 
larger men's colleges began to consider the 
woman student seriously as a factor in the 
educational scheme of the countrj'. Gradu- 
ally women were admitted to all the old- 
established schools and thus co-edueation 
"became a îiart of the educational structure. 
Our own "University ceased to be a refuge 
for mere males in 18S4 when the special 
Donalda course was endowed by Sir Donald 
Smith. 

At once controversy arose as to the 
.benefit of co-educaxion and the echoes of 
tSie dispute continue to sound across a 
■gap of more than half a century. At first 
women's colleges were upheld on the 
^ound that educational prejudices then 
-existing against the sex made it impossible 
ior a woman to acquire an adequate edu- 
cation 3n any of the older male universities. 
But sqqnsÉhè^irèjii^ away and the 

dld^^timent Ipst'Sra before the 

twenfieth centiiry dawned there was a 
large body of opinion to support the idea 
that co-education is a better scheme than 
anything that might be brought about by 
the segregation of the sexes. Even admit- 
ting the superiority of the educational 
standards of the women's schools, it be- 
came controversial whether the welfare of 
the young girl starting on the road to 
^jigher .education was not in Joetter hands 
at the large co-educational colleges. 
■Mp^ unouslv enough the question turned 
^o^^WJEriage. "Education should keep the 
ra^^oî both young men and young women 
open to the idea of marriage. If it fails to 
do this there is something fundamentally 
wrong." This is the concensus of opinion 
of those who favour the idea of co-educa- 
jion and they claim that the segregation 
of females in women's colleges never has 
and never will keep the young girl's mind 
open to the idea of marriage. On the other 
^ hand there are parents who rather favor 
'^'^the idea of sending their daughters off to 
colleges where the standard of education 
is high and where they are well protected 
.from the advances of males. 

Since 1884 co-education has been the 
rule here at McGill and statisticE show that 
the great majority of women graduates of 
this university marry. If^ educators are 
'right in their contention that education 
j^hould keep the youiia mind open to the 
p li^ea of marriage, then ,<xj-e<ducaj;ion /has 
:ï>een a success at McGill. 



ticism. Pi'ivate cUizcna.can only mull over 
the ideas handed out to thorn by the news- 
papers or politicians. 

Toleration of distasteful opinions is 
prerequi.sile to advanced thought by mem- 
bors of a student body and in this respect 
McGill is foitunnte. We have, foi' InslànCe, 
the McGill l<abour Club with the expressed 
hop6 in its constitution "that sikh evils hs 
militarism, impenalism. race prejudice and 
iho autocracies of private cnititali.sm will 
be replaced by free iiuhiatrial and political 
democracies, united on a basLs of world 
international co-operation." And as yet 
there has been no hyslcrionl cry of "Bol- 
.shevism" or "nest of .sedition" raised, 
despite the fact that this group exists on 
the campus of a privately endowed univer- 
sity. - 

When one compares this attitude with 
the attitude of some other universities 
where even the idea of evolution can not 
be cnlcrtainAi it is felt that here we have 
at least some nicasiiro of freedom.

Tct 
the penalty is expulsion. - ', 

If Uie penalty is expulsion and yet one-lvilf 
T.ale undergraduates cheat, then something Is 
wronp with enforcement. Something Is also wrcng 
with tho attitude of students toward the pftenie. 

Tct Yale is not so radically different from otier 
universities In these respects^ ' There are undoubt 
edly cheaters on every ' campus. ' Too many stu- 
dents and faculty members everywhere make exa- 
minations especially, * matter ot hide and seek. 

But It character education Is one ot the m/iln 
ends ot education, as must be conceded, then this 
game cannot be lightly overlooked. Faculty mem 
bers must first ot all remove the temptations to 
ward cheating. 

' That alona will not remove the evil. As long 
as there remains a desire toward dishonesty cheat 
crs will cheat. It is asking too much ot unlvcrsl 
ties to rcmako the moral structure ot young men 
and women. This problem goes back' to the 
schools, churches, and homes. 

SInco the homes, in many instances, faU, since 
the churches reach but a minority, then tho great 
burden rests with tlio scliools. l'articularly doea It 
rest with the secondary schools whero tho boy or 
girl has reached a more definite ability to dlstln 
guish right and wrong. 

Tet how many aecnodary schools provide any 
conscious 'influence toward diaractor building, 
moral conduct, or ethical standardsV No wonder 
cheaters will cheat. ,
